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Man arraigned in 

Hearings in post-party 
arrests set for Sept, ly

Frankie Doss of West Point, 
Miss., who was charged with 
assaulting UTM police officer 
David Sliger at an on-campus 
party Friday night, Aug. 22, had 
bail set at $10,000 during his 
hearing Thursday in Weakley 
County General Sessions Court. 

Doss, 23 and a former student, 
was among 15 men who were 
charged after fights occurred 
during a Delta Sigma Theta 
sorority party at the UC ball- 
room. As of press time 
Thursday, Doss was still being 
held in the Weakley County 
Detention Center in Dresden. 
His next court date is Sept. 3. 

All 15 men charged after the 
incident were arraigned Monday. 
Hearings for the other 14 will be 
held at 8:30 a.m. Wednesday, 
Sept. 17. Eleven of the 15 are 
UTM students and at least one is 
an alumnus of the university. 
Charges ranged from fighting, 
simple assault and disorderly 
conduct to assault on a police 
officer. 

According to a report released 
Monday by UTM’s Office of 



Public Safety, Sliger was struck 
with a chair while trying to clear 
guests from the ballroom after 
the fights began. “When 
responding officer tried to break 
up this fight (the second fight 
mentioned on the report), 
responding officer was struck 
three times in the back with a 
chair,” the report read. 

Sliger attempted to apprehend 
the assailant, but the subject fled 
through the southeast door of 
the ballroom. Based upon the 
statements of witnesses, police 
said, the subject who struck 
Sliger with the chair was identi- 
fied as Frankie Doss. 

According to the Public Safety 
report, the following sequence of 
events occurred: 

At 11:45 p.m. Aug. 22, Sliger, 
the responding officer, was walk- 
ing through the UC when he 
noticed that a fight had taken 
place in the ballroom. Delta 
Sigma Theta sorority was hosting 
a party in the ballroom at that 
time. 

After speaking to the sorority’s 
adviser, Deborah Boyd, Sliger 
asked that the DJ stop the music 
and said that all participants 
needed to leave the building

immediately. 

A second fight erupted in the 
crowd while Sliger was trying to 
clear the guests from the ball- 
room. When he attempted to 
break up the fight, he was struck 
three times in the back with a 
chair. While in pursuit of the 
assailant who hit him with the 
chair, the responding officer 
observed a third fight. After 
attempts to stop the fight with 
verbal commands failed, he 
warned that pepper spray would 
be deployed. When the combat- 
ants did not respond, pepper 
spray was deployed to break up 
the fight. 

Sliger then observed that 
Officer Michael Wenz of UTM 
Public Safety was trying to break 
up a fourth fight. Sliger was 
unable to assist Wenz because of 
a fifth fight that developed 
between his location and Wenz’s 
location. Verbal commands to 
stop fighting were ignored and 
the responding officer deployed 
pepper spray to break up that 
fight. 

After breaking up the fifth 
fight, Sliger was able to make his 
way to Wenz’s location. Wenz 
was still trying to break up the 
fourth fight. After verbal com- 
mands from Wenz and Sliger 
were ignored, pepper spray was 
deployed to break up this fight as 
well. 

While still trying to clear guests 



from the ballroom, Sliger 
observed a sixth fight. Once 
again, attempts to stop the fight 
with verbal commands failed. 
Pepper spray was once again 
deployed. 

The responding officer then 
observed a seventh fight near the 
southeast door of the ballroom. 
Pepper spray was deployed to 
break up this fight after verbal 
commands were ignored. 

As the participants departed 
the building, groups began to 
form on the patio south of the 
UC and continued to shout at 
one another. When the groups 
were advised to disperse, two 
subjects apparently refused to do 
so and were arrested outside the 
east side of Ellington Hall lobby. 
The subjects were identified as 
Sherman and Therman Boddie, 
25, of Mason, Tenn., and were 
charged with disorderly conduct. 
Sherman Boddie also is a former 
UTM student. 

According to the police report, 
those charged were: 

Christopher Outlaw, 21, a stu- 
dent from Lawrenceburg, was 
charged with disorderly conduct 
after fighting and refusing to 
leave the area when ordered to 
several times by the responding 
officer. 

Arthaniel Bailey III, 21, a stu- 
dent from Memphis, was 
charged with disorderly conduct

SGA welcomes two new senators 

Group outlines initiatives for upcoming year

Candice Karas and Matthew 
Elsroad were appointed to two 
senate vacancies last night during 
the Student Government 
Association’s first meeting of 
semester. 

President Jennifer Ogg said that 
SGA's goal for the semester would 
focus around communication with 
the entire student body. Ogg then 
went on to thank those who helped 
out with freshmen studies week 
and then announced a publicity 
position was open in SGA. 

After addressing the open posi- 
tions, Ogg approached the stu- 
dents about the facility fee of $25 
that had been included in UTM's 
tuition this fall. She said that this 
fee is not uncommon at other uni- 
versities, and that in the midst of 
UTM's budget crisis, it is a neces- 
sary fee. To address the use of the 
funds a council is being put togeth- 
er to meet with faculty to address 
how to put these funds to best use. 

Dr. Katie High announced to the 
floor the next LEAD academy 
meeting and announced that as of 
spring 2004 the Washington Center 
Internships will be available. 



Furthermore, Dr. High went on to 
explain that these internships were 
located in Washington, D.C., and 
counted as 15 credit hours towards 
a degree. Dr. High further 
explained that financial aid and stu- 
dents that qualified for scholar- 
ships could use that funding to 
assist them in paying the $10,000 
tuition fee, and that UTM would 
put up $4,000 of assistance. 

Jeremy Elrod presented SGA's 
2003 governmental affairs goals 
for the semester. "I want to get stu- 
dents together for the important 
meetings, and to meet some impor- 
tant people," said Elrod. 

SGA then acknowledged a plan 
of action to take place on 
September 1 1 to honor the victims 
of terrorist attacks that occurred 
two years ago. SGA heard and 
agreed to an idea of creating and 
distributing red, white and blue rib- 
bons to students to wear. 

Following these elections, the 
Maxey Bill was presented. Matt 
Maxey explained that this pro- 
posed bill would give SGA prepa- 
ration of future bills to be pro- 
posed before they were to be and 
after being voted up or down by 
council. Maxey stated that, "the 
main goal of this bill would be to 



make more productive ways to tell 
senators of what's coming up, and 
to avoid discussing bills on the 
floor by keeping them in commit- 
tee." 

The next issue of new business 
was creating an elections commis- 
sion. It was stated that they were 
also looking for new senators and 
freshmen council members. 

The topic of SGA's Pacer arti- 
cles was then brought up. It was 
made known that SGA's former 
mandatory articles would now be 
made voluntary, and it was then 
defined that the subject of the arti- 
cles could be about more than 
SGA. It could also include various 
student issues. 

During the announcements, 
Kevin Teets presented Samantha 
Young, technical editor of The 
Pacer, to the floor to present to 
SGA the controversial events that 
have been taking place in Ellington 
Hall. These events involved stu- 
dents' rights to privacy and their 
personal computers being invaded. 
SGA agreed to get a committee 
together to speak with faculty 
about this concern. 

The next SGA meeting is at 9 
p.m. Thursday, Sept. 11 in the leg- 
islative chambers of the university 
center.

Malicious programs, known as 
"worms," crippled computer systems 
around the globe and in Martin. Worms 
are so called because they can move 
from computer to computer without 
being triggered by human input. Two 
worms, most commonly known as 
MSBlast and Welchia/Nachi, exploit a 
vulnerability in Microsoft Windows 98, 
Windows NT and Windows XP. 

Computers infected with MSBlast shut 
down at random with sixty seconds' 
warning and were poised to overload 
Microsoft's Windows Update server on 
August 16. This denial-of-service attack 
was narrowly averted when Microsoft 
deleted the address to be targeted. The 
Welchia/Nachi worm, transmitted in a 
similar manner as MSBlast, was actually 
designed to patch up the weakness 
exploited by MSBlast but uses other sys- 
tem weaknesses to its own advantage. It 
also overloads affected systems while 
transmitting itself to computers without 
the Welchia worm, causing them to 
crash. 

Both worms are easily removed and do 
not cause irrevocable damage. Both 
worms are also unaffected by anti-virus 
protection software. 

Regardless, on Wednesday evening, 
resident assistants delivered memos 
from Computer Services to dorm resi- 
dents notifying them that, beginning 
early the next morning, employees of 
Computer Services would be coming 
around, de-worming student-owned 
computers, deleting previously-installed 
software, and installing McAfee 
Corporate Edition, which can receive 
UTM-specific patches in automatic 
updates. Most students were given as lit- 
tle as fourteen hours' notice that this 
would take place, were told that they 
were to leave their login and password so 
Computer Services could do this, and 
were informed that continued access to 
the Internet through dorm networks was 
contingent upon full cooperation with 
these directives. 

When reached for comment, Dr. 
Jerald Ogg, dean of the College of 
Humanities and Fine Arts and a judge 
advocate general for the Air Force 
Reserve, indicated that, because these are 
student-owned computers and not uni- 
versity-owned computers, the legality of 
these actions hinged upon whether or 
not such a clause existed in the UTM 
Network User Agreement indicating 
that, in exchange for access through 
UTM servers, dormitory residents gave 
permission for Computer Services to 
take such actions. 

According to Shannon Burgin, 
Director of Computer Services, there is

Now is the time to turn your 
eyes toward the heavens. 

I do that frequently, praying for 
more endurance each day, but 
that’s not why I’m telling you 
now to look skyward. Mars is the 
current reason for my request. 

The “red planet,” according to 
news reports everywhere, is clos- 
er to Earth than it has been in 
60,000 years. The folks at The 
Weather Channel say it won’t be 
this close again until 2287. So if 
you want to get a good look at 
our celestial neighbor, then find a 
telescope and go outside on a 
clear night. 

For those of you who missed 
it, Dr. Lionel Crews of UTM’s 
Department of Geology, 
Geography and Physics threw a 
great “Star Party” Saturday night 
at the Martin Recreation 
Complex.

Crews, according to an e-mail 
he sent Wednesday, is planning to 
have another viewing of Mars 
sometime during the next few 
weeks. This one will be held near 
the pond on campus and he will 
let the campus know the morning 
of the event. If possible, we will 
put it immediately on The Pacer’s 
Web site so that you can plan to 
g°- 

This isn’t the first “Star Party” 
Crews has held. He also had par- 
ties for last year’s spectacular 
meteor shower and for a lunar 
eclipse. 

Why should you care? 

Because it’s important to 
understand space (you know, the 
final frontier), because our reach 
toward the stars has always been 
one of our dreams, and because 
it’s fun. 

From earliest history, humans 
have stared at the sky, trying to 
make sense and meaning of the 
vast universe. Christians believe 
the three wise men followed a 
star to the birthplace of Jesus. 
Sailors followed the stars to reach 
their destinations. Astrologers 
charted the stars in an attempt to 
predict major events. 

As toddlers, we heard 
“Twinkle, Twinkle, Little Star” 
and, to this day, I make a wish on 
the first star I see at night, even if 
the “star” is really a planet. 



I had paid only scant attention 
to the news reports of how 
brightly visible Mars was until a 
couple of weeks ago, when I was 
driving home from my older 
son’s school dance. As I drove 
down a deserted back road in 
Weakley County, I reached a 
clearing and glanced toward the 
east. There it was, beautifully 
alone in the sky. I slammed on 
the brakes and backed up to a 
dead stop in the road, pointing at 
the planet and telling both my 
sons, ’’Look, boys, it’s Mars!’’ 

They clambered out of their 
seat belts and leaned over to stare 
at the sky. Fortunately, we were 
quite alone, so no one cared that 
we weren’t buckled up and were 
sitting still in the middle of the 
road. Even more fortunately, no 
one came along to run over us. 

The rest of the way home, my 
sons kept peering out the win- 
dows and pointing out other 
objects in the night sky. They 
were fascinated, enough to chat- 
ter about Mars and stars all the 
way home. 

Their joy in such a simple but 
wondrous sight took me back to 
the root of my fascination with 
space. In July 1969, when man 
first set foot on the moon, I was 
9 years old and I watched the 
event on my family’s black-and- 
white television. I may be middle- 
aged now, but that event was for- 
ever stamped clearly upon my 
brain. 

The lunar landing led to my 
becoming an avid watcher of the 
first Star Trek , with Mr. Spock, 
Scottie and Captain Kirk, and 
with my desire to learn constella- 
tions and witness every eclipse 
that came along. In my 20s, I 
went to Oak Mountain near 
Birmingham, where I was work- 
ing at the time, to see a comet. I 
also got to see Saturn’s rings 
quite clearly that night. 

I have followed the shuttle pro- 
gram and still have our 
Birmingham Post-Herald stories on 
the Challenger disaster. When 
Columbia exploded earlier this 
year, my heart broke again for yet 
another tragic loss of life in our 
quest to reach the stars. 

So, if I could ’’have the wish I 
wish tonight,’’ it would be to 
instill that sense of wonder and 
awe in each of you that I have felt 
so many times in my life. 



Go see Mars. And if you go to 
the pond gathering, be sure to 
thank Dr. Crews while you’re 
there for a truly special opportu- 
nity.

War with Iraq worth cost

As I sit here at a logistics base 
outside the city of An Nasyria, 
Iraq, I often read (as many other 
soldiers do) of the growing dis- 
content of many Americans at 
the fact that the government has 
yet to uncover any evidence of 
’’weapons of mass destruction.’’ 
Many are also questioning the 
reasons behind this war and if it 
was really worth the human cost. 

I can only tell you what I have 
seen with my own eyes and heard 
with my own ears. Upon crossing 
the Iraqi boarder from Kuwait, 
the sides of the roads were 
clogged with men, women, and 
children praising us for their lib- 
eration. Many of them claiming 
that we had been sent by Allah to 
deliver them from the evil that 
plagued their country. 

Upon arriving at a captured 
Iraqi airfield not far from my 
present location, I met a Marine 
named Mike that I had known 
for many years. He and I had 
grown up just miles from each 
other and had played Youth 
League Baseball together in 
Fulton, KY. The youthful smile 
that he once possessed was long 
gone. He was a Marine 
Infantryman who had taken part 
in the capture of the airfield. He 
told me a story about how he and 
his team had sealed off and 
entered the prison complex 
located within the base only to 
make a horrible discovery. 

Hanging from the ceiling by his 
wrists was the bloated, lifeless 
body of a small boy. The body of 
his father laid still tied to a chair. 
One of the Iraqi soldiers told 
him that as part of ’’routine ques-

tioning’’, family members were 
used to help ’’aid” prisoner’s 
memories. 

The boy was suspended from 
the ceiling and periodically low- 
ered down into a tub of scorpi- 
ons while his father was forced to 
watch. After the father told all 
that he knew, he was shot 
through the head. The boy, 
approximately four years old, was 
then left to die of the repeated 
stings he had endured. 

I talked with a shop owner who 
runs a roadside stand a few days 
later about this. The man spoke 
perfect English having attended 
college in Chicago. He told me 
that such things were not uncom- 
mon under the rule of Saddam 
Hussein and his Nazi-like Baath 
Party. 

He showed me scars on his 
back from being whipped as a 
teen. He was punished for asking 
a teacher in his class, "Why do so 
many starve while Saddam and 
his supporters live so well?” The 
scars on the mans back were 
enough that I could almost feel 
the pain from them myself. 

When I first entered this coun- 
try, I thought about how awful it 
was for these children to have 
learned of war with their own 
eyes. I watched them play a game 
of soccer not too far from the 
perimeter of the compound I am 
now stationed and wondered 
how they could play and be so 
happy after seeing such a grue- 
some war. 

Then it hit me. Many of them 



were not shocked by the war 
because it paled in comparison to 
the horror that they lived with 
everyday. I have seen many peo- 
ple who were tortured and 
starved under the rule of this 
monster, Saddam. Children who 
are so skinny it looks as though 
the wind would blow them away. 
I think of the change we have 
brought for them and the hope 
for the future that comes with it. 
I see parents now rest safer at 
night, not worrying that the gov- 
ernment ’’death squads" will 
come for them or their children. 

Most of the people in Iraq are 
happy that we are here. They are 
grateful for their liberation and 
tell us so often. There are some 
that resent us because we took 
away the privileged life they led 
under Saddam. They attack our 
convoys in a vain effort to force 
us to leave. One of my fellow 
soldiers in my company was the 
victim of such an attack, Sgt. 
Roger D. Rowe. However, our 
resolve remains strong. 

As a human being, I could 
never leave here and allow this 
place to turn back to what it was: 
a tyrant’s killing field. Even if no 
weapons of mass destruction are 
ever found, from the perspective 
of a man that fought in this war 
and saw its effects and costs, I 
will always say this was a war 
worth fighting.

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Cadets spend summer at camp

This summer, ten Reserve 
Officer Training Corps (ROTC) 
cadets from the University of 
Tennessee at Martin attended the 
National Advanced Leadership 
Camp (NALC) at FT Lewis, 
Washington: Charles Buntin, 

William English, Kyle Harris, 
Kylen Mays, Adrian Montague, 
Jacob Partridge, Joshua Porter, 
Joseph Spellings, Samantha 
Romero, and Nicole Thompson. 
More than 5,400 Army ROTC 
cadets attended NALC from var- 
ious colleges across the nation. 

Attending NALC is a require- 
ment for all ROTC cadets who 
will be commissioned as officers 
in the United States Army. It is a 
thirty-two day leadership devel- 
opment course where cadets 
exercise the skills they have 
learned on campus and show 
their leadership strengths while 
being evaluated by platoon train- 
ing officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

The challenges at camp are rig- 
orous and demanding, both men- 
tally and physically. One of the 
first evaluations the cadets 



receive is on their physical 
endurance. The Army Physical 
Fitness Test (APFT) evaluates 
each cadet to ensure they meet 
Army standards. UTM was well 
represented when cadets earned 
top scores in this area. Cadets 
Charles Buntin, with a score of 
297, Kyle Harris with 291, and 
Josh Porter with 283 received 
recognition for exceeding 270 
points. 

The maximum score for the 
APFT is 300 points. Hats off to 
Cadet Buntin for his 297! 

Cadets are also evaluated at 
the physically and mentally chal- 
lenging Field Leaders Reaction 
Course. Here, cadets demon- 
strate their leadership skills while 
building teamwork as their squad 
works together to maneuver 
through various obstacles. 

Other training includes rap- 
pelling, water safety training, one- 
rope bridge construction, land 
navigation, and learning to fire 
the M-16 rifle and the Army's pri- 
mary machine guns. Three UTM 
Cadets excelled in Land 
Navigation this year with scores 
at 90 or better: Kyle Harris with 
a score of 90, Jacob Partridge 
with a score of 90 and Joseph 
Spellings with a score of 93. 



Cadet Spellings also earned the 
top score of all cadets in Basic 
Rifle Marksmanship hitting 36 
targets out of 40. 

The cadets also learn how to 
call for and adjust artillery fire 
support, throw live hand 
grenades, and to survive and per- 
form tasks in a biologically or 
chemically contaminated envi- 
ronment. 

The culmination of camp is 
the squad level situational train- 
ing exercises and patrolling lanes. 
Here cadets are put into various 
leadership positions in simulated 



combat situations. 

Since 1916, ROTC has provid- 
ed the Army with half a million 
lieutenants and currently pro- 
vides approximately two thirds of 
the Army's lieutenants annually. 

There are 272 universities and 
colleges nationwide who offer 
Army ROTC as part of their cur- 
riculum. Cadets who complete 
the program and receive a com- 
mission will enter the active 
Army, Army Reserve, or Army 
National Guard as 2nd 
Lieutenants. 



Austin Peay Hall soon to be gone

The University of Tennessee at 
Martin will soon part with a 
building that has been on the 
campus for more than 35 years. 

In 1966, Austin Peay dormitory 
opened as a way to house the stu- 
dents that attended UT Martin as 
the campus was expanding. 
Austin Peay was built with sim- 
plicity in mind. Since it was built 
before personal computers, dorm 
refrigerators, PlayStations and 
everything else students bring to 
campus each year, all the rooms 
are equipped with only one dou- 
ble outlet per side. What used to 
accommodate students soon 
became outdated as technology 
began advancing. 

“When the dorm first opened, 
students were happy to share a 
room with only one other person 
and to have a bathroom right 
there in the suite. The new facili- 
ty will be equipped with enough 
room to facilitate all the electron- 
ic equipment that student bring 
to campus,” said Director of 
Housing Earl Wright. 

But times have changed. 
Students have been asking the 
Housing Office to update the 
dorms. Most students have 
requested private rooms and for 



there to be a kitchen in each suite, 
like the off campus apartments 
but without having to leave cam- 
pus. After about a two year sur- 
vey process which included input 
from students, Housing has 
decided 
that 
Austin 
Peay will 
be the first 
of the Y- 
dorms to 
be demol- 
ished and 
to have 
new dorm 
built in its 
place. This 
entire ven- 
ture from 
beginning 
to end will 
cost an 
estimated 
$14 mil- 
lion. 

In sum- 
mer 2001, 
t h 
Anderson- 
Strickler Housing Firm was con- 
tacted to study the buildings. 
While all four Y-dorms were in 
good conditions, they were 
extremely outdated. Remodeling 
was a possible alternative but it 



would have cost as much to 
remodel as it would have to just 
rebuild. 

While the contractors are not 
yet known, do not look for any 
demolishing before spring. Crews 
are going in 
and salvaging 
as much as 
possible to 
use in the 
remaining 
dorms. There 
are also 
asbestos 
checks and 
other evalua- 
tions occur- 
ring by an 
engineering 
team before 
the process 
can even 
begin. 

The entire 
renovation 
process of 
Austin Peay 
is expected 
to take a cou- 
ple of years. 
While it is still not certain about 
who will get first priority when 
applying for housing, the dorm 
will not open until fall 2005. 

“The university is phasing out 
the Y-dorms over the next few 



years. The purpose of this is to 
better accommodate the needs of 
the students. Each apartment 
style suite will be 1200-square 
feet of living capacity. There have 
been architectural firms selected, 
but we are still in the negotiating 
process,” said Vice Chancellor of 
Finance and Administration A1 
Hooten. 

There are minor conflictions 
with the surrounding area. 
Housing expects that Jeffress 
Street, the street that runs along- 
side the dorm, will only be closed 
the day that the demolition takes 
place. Construction crews will 
use the parking lot directly 
behind the dorm for equipment, 
so that parking lot will be closed. 
Alternative parking will be locat- 
ed by the Elam Center. 

It has been recommended that 
the university use one contractor 
to do both the demolishing and 
building of the new structures. 

“Our intent is to build Austin 
Peay in a cost effective way and in 
a style that students will like and 
that will be advantageous towards 
recruiting” said Chancellor Nick 
Dunagan. The office of housing 
will inform the campus as 
updates become available. 

The university is expecting for 
the new dorms to be opened no 
sooner than fall 2007. 




Letter heads posted on the doors 
from the Office of Housing said 
the message clearly, “Austin Peay 
e is now closed forever.”

Unlike most people seeking the 
job, the new interim President of 
the UT system hopes that he 
doesn't have to stay around for 
very long. 

Dr. Joe Johnson was named to 
the post Thursday when the 
University of Tennessee Board 
of Trustees acted on the recom- 
mendation of its Executive 
Committee. 

Johnson had previously served 
as UT's 19th president from 
1990-1999, and will hold the 
position until a permanent 
replacement is named. 

Dr. Nick Dunagan, UTM 
Chancellor, said shortly after the 
committee recommended 

Johnson that he "is the perfect 
selection for interim president." 

"He has the integrity, knowl- 
edge about UT and the confi- 
dence of all major UT stakehold- 
ers," Dunagan said. 

"I appreciate the confidence 
the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees expressed 
today in recommending that I 
become the Interim President of 
the University of Tennessee," 
Johnson said after the recom- 
mendation. 

"Obviously, this unexpected 



change in my university role 
would impact my lifestyle and 
plans. Pat and I thoroughly 
enjoyed the last four years, but 
we also are devoted deeply to 
UT. For a defined period of time, 
I am willing to accept the role of 
Interim President if this is the 
decision the Board of Trustees 
makes on Thursday. 

"UT has been a strong force in 
the State of Tennessee for more 
than 200 years. It has excellent 
students, faculty and staff; gener- 
ous donors; great alumni; and 
many other wonderful support- 
ers throughout the Volunteer 
State. I look forward to continu- 
ing to help make a great universi- 
ty even better." 

An Alabama native, Johnson 
earned master's and doctoral 
degrees at UT. He first served 
UT administratively as executive 
assistant to UT President Andy 
Holt. 

In his 40-year career, Johnson 
has held almost every top UT 
administrative position, including 
vice president for development, 
chancellor of the Health Science 
Center in Memphis and executive 
vice president. 

Under his presidency, UT's 
21st Century Campaign raised 
more than $430 million. 
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after fighting and refusing to 
leave the area when ordered to 
several times by officers.

Michael Fogle, 23, a student 
from Camden, was charged with 
disorderly conduct and refusing 
to leave the area when ordered to 
several times by officers. He also 
faces an assault charge based 
upon a complaint by a female stu- 
dent, who said Fogle struck her 
on the right side of her face with 
his closed fist when the party was 
over and the participants were 
leaving. 

Lemmie Gribbs, 21, a student 
from Memphis, was charged with 
disorderly conduct after fighting 



and refusing to leave the area 
when ordered to several times by 
officers. 

Kelvin Williams, 23, a student 
from Memphis, was charged with 
disorderly conduct after fighting 
and refusing to leave the area 
when ordered to several times by 
officers. 

Levi Duncan, 24, a student 
from Eustis, Fla., was charged 
with disorderly conduct after 
fighting and refusing to leave the 
area when ordered to several 
times by officers. He also faces an 
assault charge based upon a com- 
plaint by a female student, who 
said Duncan struck her three 
times in the face with his closed 
fist when the party was over and 
the participants were leaving. 

Kortnie Dockery, 22, a student 
from Memphis, was charged with 
disorderly conduct after fighting 
and refusing to leave the area 
when ordered to several times by 
officers. 

Though the Public Safety 
investigation is complete, an 
interview with the vice chancellor 
of Student Affairs, Dr. Katie 
High, shows that UTM’s Office 
of Student Affairs is now con- 
ducting its own investigation into 
the incident to determine what 
happened and whether academic 
discipline is needed. 

“This is likely to be a long, slow 
process,” High said. “And when 
it’s over, we will know what hap- 
pened, but we may never be sure 
why it happened.” 

High added that all students 
involved in the situation who are 
willing to talk to Student Affairs 
about the incident are asked to do 
so. “Of course, we will interview 



those who pressed charges and 
those who were charged, but we 
also are seeking information 
from anyone who witnessed the 
event.” 

High said Vishenia Huery, 
UTM’s student conduct officer, 
will be conducting all interviews 
in the coming weeks. In the stu- 
dent conduct process, recom- 
mendations of academic disci- 
pline are individual and are not 
made until the investigation is 
complete. The recommendations 
typically are forwarded to the 
University Council, which then 
determines the final punishment. 

“Fighting is a suspendable 
offense,” High said. “That’s not 
to say that every student who is 
involved in a fight is automatical- 
ly suspended. But students are 
told when they arrive on campus 
that they can be suspended for 
fighting.” 

High also mentioned that it 
may be time to revist the 
Univerity’s policy on having secu- 
rity present for events that take 
place on campus. If this were so, 
buildings other than just the UC 
would be considered. 

The Pacer has received state- 
ments from the two fraternities 
said to be involved in the inci- 
dents. According to the police 
report, “The investigation 
revealed that the main combat- 
ants were members of the Phi 
Beta Sigma and the Omega Psi 
Phi fraternities and that members 
of the Delta Sigma Theta sorori- 
ty had been assaulted during the 
fights.” 

The following statement was 
brought to the Pacer on behalf of 
the brothers of Phi Beta Sigma: 
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The next Pacer Staff meeting 
scheduled for 5 p.m.

That is not the way to start off a 
new year. Omega Psi Phi as well 
as the other Greek organizations 
are here to set an example for the 
incoming students as well as the 
students who are returning, of 
how Greeks operate. Being 
Greek is not about who has the 
most members or when push 
comes to shove who can be more 



resolute. Being Greek is about 
servicing the community and 
showing unity TOGETHER!! 
Not just in your individual organ- 
ization. That night I’m sure no 
one could tell that us as Greek 
affiliates upheld those responsi- 
bilities. So as of now we are apol- 
ogizing again and working hard 
as ever to restore Greek unity to 
the campus of UTM.” 

Statements on behalf of Delta 
Sigma Theta Sorority were sub- 
mitted to The Pacer , but the 
group’s adviser, Deborah Boyd, 
asked that they not be printed. 

The Pacer has received several 
complaints as to whether the pro- 
cedures and actions in deploying 
pepper spray were legitimate. The 
Pacer will follow up and track 
these and other charges as they 
progress through the court.

The correct statement 
should read, “After speaking to 
the sorority’s adviser...” Boyd 
was present at the party “from 
start to finish.” The Pacer regrets 
any harm the earlier statement 
may have caused Boyd or Delta 
Sigma Theta sorority.

Services employees into every 
room on the first floor of 
Ellington F-side) without the 
then-required search warrants 
and regardless of whether the 
operating systems on the com- 
puters were vulnerable to the 
worm Computer Services says 
they are going around to 
remove. 

She also stated that students 
were allowed to notify 
Computer Services that they did 
not allow access to their com- 
puters, and stated that up-to- 
date anti-virus software would 
not be replaced. At press time, 
two cases have been reported of 
current Norton Anti-Virus soft- 
ware being deleted and replaced 
with McAfee Corporate 
Edition. 

After these concerns were 
brought to their attention, 
Computer Services has since 
scrambled to make policy 
changes and has dispatched a 
new memo to all residents of 
UTM Housing addressing 
pressing complaints. 

Joey Pierce, SGA Campus

Pacer there will be a thorough 
investigation into the matter.

UTM reaps 
pigskin glory 
by one point 
over Peay

In a fourth quarter showdown 
that kept all fans on the edge of 
their seats up until the last few 
seconds of the game, the 
Skyhawks narrowly edged their 
way to victory, defeating the 
Austin Peay Governors 21-20. 

The first game of the season 
proved to be a showdown 
between two new coaches, 
UTM's Matt Griffin, who was 
hired in December, and APSU’s 
new head coach Carroll McGray. 

Interestingly, Coach Griffin 
was the UTM offensive coordina- 
tor during the last 
Skyhawk/ Governor battle in 
1997, which the Skyhawks won 
36-26. 

From the beginning of the 
game, UTM was elected to 
receive and the Skyhawks’ 
offense came out swinging. 
Quarterback Brady Wahlberg 
threw to sophomore Orentheus 
Taylor for 22 yards of comple- 
tions in the first quarter as well as 
rushing out of the pocket for 41 
yards. 

Wahlberg’s big rush set up a 
completion to freshman Justin 
Glover for seven yards, which in 
turn set up another pass to Taylor 
for a gain of five. Glover rushed 
in on first and goal for the first 
Skyhawk touchdown of the 
night, with Brent Harris’ point- 
after attempt good to give the 
Skyhawks seven points with 
10:43 left in the first quarter. 

UTM incurred the first of sev- 
eral penalties that would plague 
the team all night beginning with 
a flag for an offside on the kick- 
off to APSU. 

The penalty gave APSU a five- 
yard head start as they began a 
four-and-out drive that ended 
with an APSU fourth-and-two 
punt. UTM and APSU would go 
back and forth for another series 
of possession each. 

The Skyhawks would surprise 
the crowd late in the first with a 
fourth-and-two punt fake with 
freshman Markeseo Jackson 
rushing for 14 yards and the first 
down. There was a flag down on 
the play for holding as senior Lee 
was injured while attempting to 
block the punt. 

As Lawrence was being loaded 
onto the ambulance, he gave a 
thumbs-up to the crowd, who in 
turn began applauding. 
Preliminary reports told that 
Lawrence had sustained a 
“stinger to the head area,” with 
numbness in the leg. He was 
taken to Volunteer Hospital for 
further testing. It is worthy to 
note that this was Lawrence’s first 
time playing center, as he has 
been accustomed to playing other 
offensive positions. 

UTM and APSU continued 
their back-and-forth dance late 
into the second quarter, with 
both sides racking up unwarrant- 



Wahlberg threw 23 of 28 
attempts and zero interceptions 
for a total of 176 yards and had 
76 yards rushing on the night. The 
Pacer asked Walhberg how he felt 
the team performed. 

“Overall, I thought we were 
well-balanced. We did an excel- 
lent job throwing and running 
the ball. We were able to get first 
downs and get into the end 
zone,” said Wahlberg. 

He added that in the future the 
Skyhawks will have to “stay away 
from mental penalties, or that's 
gonna hurt us.” 

Sophomore outside linebacker 
Russell Gambrell summed the 
game up: “Yeah, it’s a W, but 

really I’m not satisfied with this 
win — I’m trying to show people 
what this team can really do.” 

The UTM Skyhawks (1-0) will 
play at 6 p.m. Saturday, Sept. 6, at 
Arkansas State University.

UTM kicking off 
to the Governors. 

APSU would go out on a fourth 
and 25, which led to a UTM fum- 
ble forced by the Governors’ 
sophomore Robbie Brooks, 
which was subsequently recov- 
ered by APSU’s sophomore Todd 
Avery. 

APSU and UTM would battle 
through penalties through the 
third quarter, leading to five 
quick turnovers. As the Skyhawks 
began their fourth possession of 
the third with 2:58 left on the 
clock. On fourth and seven, 
Harris’ punt was blocked, being 
recovered by APSU senior 
Demaro Isom. 

The Governors would start 
their drive with 1:25 left in the 
third. After a rushing loss of two 
yards, APSU quarterback Jesse 
Kellogg would complete a eight 
yard pass to sophomore Pat 
Curran. 



APSU’s Quea Williams then 
rushed for the remaining seven 
yards to put the first Governor 
points of the night on the board. 
APSU kicker Justin Deardorff 
would add on the extra point, 
bringing the score to UTM 14, 
APSU 7. 

The fourth quarter began with 
the Skyhawks receiving the ball 
on the 32-yard line. Walhberg 
would rush for a 
gain of four and 
completed a pass 
to freshman Cole 
Duncan for the 
first down.

As Harris 
kicked the point-after, the score 
stood UTM 21, APSU 7. 

UTM and APSU traded a series 
apiece to no avail, until APSU 
began a points-producing drive 
as the clock read 3:38.

UTM opens its 2003 season with 
four matches in the Arkansas 
State University Classic today and 
Saturday 

UT Martin will be playing 
Northwestern State University at 
1 p.m. and Arkansas State at 7 
p.m. today The Skyhawks will 
play the University of Memphis 
at 11 a.m. and the University of 
Arkansas Little Rock at 5 p.m. 
Saturday. 

Seniors Jamie Fitz water and 
Heather Kea will lead the 
Skyhawks this season. 

Fitzwater is an outside hitter 
who was named All-OVC 
Tournament Team last season. 
She finished the season with 223 
kills in 79 games and had 53 total 
blocks and 79 digs. 

Kea also adds experience to the 
court. As an Honorable Mention 
All-OVC selection in 2001, Kea 
finished this past season with 1 94 
kills as an outside hitter. 

Junior Leigh Reiniche, an All- 
OV C Tournament Team pick this 
past season, and nine newcomers 
make up the Skyhawks roster. 

Skyhawk head coach Chris 
Rushing said this season is a 
rebuilding year. 

“Four years ago, I was in the 
same situation. We brought in 10 
new players and we only had two 
returners. I had to rely heavily on 
the freshmen class,” Rushing 
said. “This year I have six good 
players returning.” 

A year ago Rushing used a sen- 
ior-led team to a 24-6 record, a 
15-1 Ohio Valley Conference 
mark, the OVC regular season 
title, the OVC postseason tourna- 



ment and a berth in the NCAA 
tournament against perennial 
power Nebraska. 

“I don’t think we are going to 
have as bad of a rebuilding sea- 
son as we did four years ago,” 
Rushing said. “There was no 
pressure to win four years ago.” 

After the recent success, 
Rushing and the Skyhawks might 
feel some pressure this season. 

“I have never had pressure 
from anybody around here to 
win, because I don’t think any- 
body expected we could win,” 
Rushing said. 

“The only pressure I have had 
since I have been here is the pres- 
sure I put on myself to make the 
team successful. This year might 
be different,” Rushing said. 

“We have made some improve- 
ments each year and we have won 



the conference the past two sea- 
sons, so now I think coming in 
fourth place might tend to be 
looked at by people in the com- 
munity as a failure. Three years 
ago, we never placed higher than 
seventh in the conference.” 

Another big difference 
between this season and last sea- 
son is the team’s opening tourna- 
ment. A year ago, the Skyhawks 
traveled to California where it 
played several ranked teams. This 
season the Skyhawks open the 
season three hours from home in 
the Arkansas State Classic. 

“Northwestern State, Arkansas 
State and Memphis are going to 
be tough teams to open with this 
season,” Rushing said. 

“All three teams will give us a 
challenge. We won’t be able to 
overlook any of them.”

Womens’ soccer ready 
for another record season 



The University of Tennessee at Martin soccer 
team kicks off its regular season this weekend with 
matches against Cumberland University today at 4 
p.m., and Southwest Missouri State University at 1 
p.m. on Sunday, Aug. 31. 

Cumberland University’s Lady Bulldogs hail from 
Lebanon, Tenn. Cumberland is a member of the 
Mid-South Conference of the NAIA Division I. 

The Lady Dogs return with 12 letter winners 
from the 2002 season. Head coach Bryan Johnson 
leads the pack at Cumberland University. 

Cumberland’s record last year was 9-8-1 in the 
regular season and 2-3-0 in conference play. The 
Lady Bulldogs finished fourth in the Mid-South 
Conference out of five teams in 2002.

Southwest Missouri is led by head coach Rob 
Brewer. In 2002, they completed the season as 
fourth in the Missouri Valley Conference with an 
overall record of 8-7-3 and a conference record of 
3-2-2. 

“Southwest is one of the top teams in the 
Missouri Valley,” said Skyhawk head coach Nathan 
Pifer. “We have never beaten them. It will be a 
strong, hard match for us that will really give us an 
idea of how much work we need to put in before 
we begin conference play. 

“I think for a young team, the first games are big 
tests for us,” said Pifer. 

“We are trying to learn how to play together. With 
only one scrimmage under our belts, it’s a big test 
for the team to see how we come out and play.”
